Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
(C) repeating step (B) until a sum determined at the mobile station of the first and 
further symbol energy amounts used to transmit the traffic information is great enough 
to permit correct demodulation by the mobile station, in the specific combination as 
recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 12, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
(C) a buffer in the mobile station that combines the retransmitted traffic 
information from each of the streams of the traffic information until a sum determined at 
the mobile station of the first and further symbol energy amounts used to transmit the 
traffic information is great enough to permit correct demodulation of the streams by the 
mobile station, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 13, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
(C) a buffer in the mobile station that combines retransmitted the traffic 
information until a sum determined at the mobile station of the first and further symbol 
energy amounts used to transmit the traffic information is great enough to permit correct 
demodulation, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
(C) means for repeating step (B) until a sum determined at the mobile station of 
the first and further symbol energy amounts used to transmit the traffic information is 
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great enough to permit correct demodulation by the mobile station, in the specific 
combination as recited in the claim.
